WAITING OYAMA'S MOTION.
The military chiefs at Hiroshima ore

apparently walling the downfall of Port
Arthur before deciding upon the dlrco-tlo- n

In which Gen. Yamagata Is next
to move.

Of the operations of Gen. Ojama
nothing Is yet known to Justify the ex-

pectation that he will occupy the
station within a few days. Since

his landing seventy-fiv- e miles north ot
Port Arthur on Oct. i7 his march through
tho Lejotong peninsula has been almost
unopposed. The only spot at which the
enemy made a stand was Klnchow, a
place ot great natural advantages, where
the belt of land is only two miles wide.
Uven there tho Chlneso were only a
thousand strong, nnd after a skirmish on
Nov. 6 of less than two hours they fled
southward, having Inflicted a loss of ten
wounded upon their assailants.

Preparations for attacking Tallcn by
land and sea were made on the 7th, but
when that redoubtable stronghold was
approached Its harbor nml fortifications
wero found to be deserted. Tho 3,000

composing tho defending force were seen
retreating In tho direction of their sole
remaining foothold on tho penlnsulu.
Profuse supplies of arms and ammuni-
tion were seized at Tallen, Including
eighty large cannon, and torpedoes In
a complicated network wero disentangled
and removed without Injury to any one.

CHANGES IN BANKS.

Seolj'a Defalcation Haa Led to
Shifting of Clerks.

m

No Ono Man Kept on a Set of Books

for a Long Period.

Tho Missing Bookkeeper Sold to
Have Been Seen In Toronto.

The big 1354,000 defalcation In the Na-
tional Bhoe and Leather Hank, coupled
with smaller ones In the Chemical
Natloal Bank and the Bank ot tho
Itepubllc, all occurring within a period
of two weeks, has set bank officials all
over tho city, especially In the larger
Institutions, to thinking, to say the
least, and In some banks, It Is reported
that radical changes have been mado
In tho system of bookkeeping.

Notably nnd naturally Is this true in
the caso of the Shoe and Leather Bank,
and although It Is reported that such
a change wns made Just prior to, and
was the means of causing Seely's flight.
It was too lato to prevent the very
thing for which It was Intended, most
forcibly Illustrating the, old saw of
locking the stable aftre the horse had
been stolen.

Cashier Kdward Townsend, of the Im-
porters and Traders' National Bank, 247
Broadway, admitted that he had heard
the report that several banks hadchanged their bookkeeping system, but
declined to be quoted In the matter, even
to saying whether or not tho Importers
and Traders' had changed Its system.

Allen S. Apgar, and
caehler of the Merchants' Exchange Na-
tional Bank, 2S7 Broadway, said:

"So far as this bank is .concerned we
have made no change and do not Intend
to. Twenty-liv- e years ago we adopted
the duplicate ledger system. Ahe Bos-
ton system, as It Is sometimes called,
did not go back far enough for us, as
we are somewhat So we
keep all our old ledgers.

"By our system duplicate sets of books
are kept by UlfTerent men, so that an
outsider cannot know of what Is going
on Inside.

"He must not only corrupt 'the man at
the window' but others.

"Then, too, we shift our men during
vacation time. nvcry bookkeeper has
two weeks' vacation, and during his ab-
sence another man handles his bookd. I
assure you I have no uneasiness over
my bookkeepers "

William J. Quintan, Jr., cashier of the
Chemical National Bank. 270 Broadway,
next door to the Shoe and Leather Bank,
Bald:

"We have made no change. We have
had two sets of books for at least
a dozen years. '

It was tho Chemicals' paying-telle- r,

John B. Tult, who succeeded In getting
away with nearly J15.0OO worth of the
bank's money In n year, by substitut-
ing worthless checks in his cash Items
In snlte nf theli nuhln-hoo- k Hvstem.

In many banks In the vicinity of
Wall street, It was said that the rota-
tory system was In force that Is,
(.hanging tho clerks every few month1",
so that no one clerk would have chat go
of a set of books Indefinitely, Some fit
the bank ofllcials said positively that
such a Bvstcm had always been used,
but It was said of other Institutions
that the change was of recent date.

They say that In itself is a tempta-
tion, and that clever officers always
remove temptation out of the way of
their employees.

All theories and information regarding
the whereabouts of Samuel C. Seely, the
missing defaulting bookkeeper pf the
National Shoe and Leather Bank, this
morning seem to Indicate that the Na-
poleon of bank robbery Is somewhere In
the Dominion of Canada, but Just where
Is an open question.

Color Is lent thli belief by a despatch
from Toronto which states that Seely
wus seen In that city yesterday, eating

dinner In a restaurant He disappeared
however, as soon as the Toronto pollc
were advised by telegraph that he had
been Indicted by a State court for an ex-
traditable offense, and that a reward of
Jj.ooo had been offered for his arrest.

It was Intimated, too, that he had
taken a train for Montreal.

Afterwards, It Is alleged, one Gibson
bid J1.200. and was to be given the right
to sell the programmes despite NIcoll's
bid.

TO REMAIN OUT ALL WINTER.

CliiiiUiiiuKerN Will ot Itetiirn for
the SprliiK Senium.

The members of the Cloakmakers'
Union have unanimously decided that
the strike, now In Its eighth week, shall
continue. This means that while the
season of 1894 Is practically over, the
2,500 men and women who struck on
Oct. 8 and are still out will not re-

turn to .work where the Spring season
begins In March, 1805.

These 2.B0O strikers are In a destitute
condition, and something must be done,
so tho labor leaders say, to support them
during the Winter. AH labor organiza-
tions have been appealed to for aid for
the needy cloakmakers, but they are very
slow In responding.

The 8,000 members of the Cloakmakers'
Union who are at work In 151 union
shops are contributing a small percent-
age of their wages each week. Operators
have been assessed Jl and tailors B0 cents
each.

Bents for this month (December) are
now due, and the families of many of
the striking men are again in fear of
eviction. These men will receive aid
first.

The kind offer of Daniel Rothsteln, who
givcM apartments rent free, to six fami-
lies while the strike continues, was read-
ily accepted, and those families most in
need will move Into the m .
